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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 08/30/2007 is acknowledged and has been entered into the 
records. The Examiner has accepted applicant's amendment. The applicant has withdrawn claims 
12-19 and 25-34, and cancelled claims 20-24 and 35-46. Claims 1-1 1 and 47-58 are currently 
pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue 
fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

a. Withdrawn claims 12-19 and 25-34 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-1 1 and 47-58 are allowable. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are allowable because none of the prior art documents teach of a method 
comprising steps in which the first field of view and the second field of view have an overlap, and 
identifying system blemishes, said blemishes having substantially identical locations on the first 
frame image and the second frame image, and masking said system blemishes, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the respective claims. 

5. Claims 47-58 are allowable because none of the prior art documents teach of a method 
comprising steps of, acquiring images in a first configuration in which all the image sensors have a 
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common field of view, and in a second configuration in which the image sensors have different fields 
of view comprising a first field of view and a second field of view and inspecting the images, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the respective claims.
